July IT^ Nuts Club Speaker Notes

M t the July NUTS Club meEting, Mr. Patrick Hearty fascinated club members with his presentatien en the history of 
the Pony Express. Mr. Hearty is an authority on Utah's role in Pony Express history and the President of the National 
Pony Express Association. The association has gone to great lengths to preserve the history and contributions made hy Pony Ex¬ 
press riders.

As the West expanded due to event such as the California gold rush and the pioneer SEttlemEnt of Utah, many settlers found th em- 
selvES disconnected from their families hack East. Anxiety over the tensions brewing betwEEn the North and South fueled people's 
desire for news and communication from the home front. It was typical at that time for mail from the East to take as long as 4 
weeks to arrive. 


Dn April I8GD, the Pony Express began operations between St. Josepb Missouri and Sacramento, California. Tbe operation 
stemmed from tbe private mail delivery system of tbe Central Uverland and Pikes Peak Express Company operated by William Rus¬ 
sell and Alexander Majors. 


Over tbe next 19 months, young men and fast borsES made good on the promise of mail delivery in ID days. Riders typically rac ed 
between stations and exchanged mail satchels atlD-2D mile intervals. 

Utah figured prominent in Pony Express operations as the routes of the Mormon and California trails were used. A good supply of 
able riders, feed, and horses from Utah went into the effort. 


With the advent of the telegraph in I8GI, the Pony Express died. Thanks to people like Mr. Hearty, we are able to enjoy its history 
today.

The people who live in Utah should be eonstantly 
aware of the potential of an earthquake to ereate 
damage and dangerous eonditions. If we don't prop¬ 
erly prepare, as individuals and as a eommunity, a 
quake may eause greater personal damage than nee- 
essary. Eaeh item listed below won't stop an earth¬ 
quake, but it may help you survive in a better way. 

DURING an earthquake: 

STAY CALM. 

1. Inside: Stand in a doorway, or crouch under a desk or 
table, away from windows or glass dividers. 

2. Outside: Stand away from buildings, trees, telephone 
and electric lines. 

3. On the road: Drive away from underpasses/ 
overpasses; stop in safe area; stay in vehicle. 

AFTER an earthquake: 

1. Check for injuries — provide first aid. 

2. Check for safety — check for gas, water, sewage 
breaks; check for downed electrical lines and shorts; 
turn off appropriate utilities; check for building dam¬ 
age and potential safety problems during aftershocks, 
such as cracks around chimney and foundation. 

3. Clean up dangerous spills. 

4. Wear shoes. 

5. Turn on radio and listen for instructions from public 
safety agencies. 

6. Use the telephone only for emergency use. 

Be Sure You Know the Following: 

1. How to turn off gas, water, and electricity. 

2. How to perform first aid. 

3. How to reunite your family — have a plan. 

Survival Items: 

1. Portable radio with extra batteries. 

2. Flashlight with extra batteries. 

3. First-aid kit — including specific medicines needed for 
members of your household. 

4. First-aid book. 

5. Fire Extinguisher. 

6. Adjustable wrench for turning off gas and water. 

7. Smoke detector, properly installed. 

8. Portable fire-escape ladder for homes/apartments with 
multiple floors. 

9. Bottle water — sufficient for the number of members 
in your household — not in glass bottles. 

10. Canned and dried foods sufficient for a WEEK for 
each member of your household. Note: Both water 
and food should be rotated into normal meals of 
household so as to keep freshness. Canned goods have 
a normal shelf-life of one year for maximum freshness. 

11. Non-electric can opener. 

12. Portable stove, such as butane or charcoal. Note: Use 
of such stoves should not take place until it is deter¬ 
mined that there is no gas leak in the area. Charcoal 
should be burned only outdoors; use of charcoal in¬ 


doors will lead to carbon-monoxide poisoning. 

13. Blankets and sleeping bags. 

14. Matches. 

15. Telephone numbers of police, fire, and doctor. 

16. Sanitation kit - see other side for details. 

Be sure that you are prepared at work as well as at 
home and in the ear. Keep food, water, elothes, and 
shoes at work. Be prepared to walk home from work 
if there is an earthquake. It may take you several days 
to get baek home, so be sure to have enough food and 
water on hand.

G.K. Gilbert Geologic View Park, Salt Lake 
County, Utah

Park information: Utah has a new geologic park! Located 
near the mouth of Little Cottonwood Canyon southeast of 
Salt Lake City, the park showcases several world-class 
examples of geologic features and has long been a desti¬ 
nation for thousands of people on educational field trips. 
Five geologic interpretive signs were installed in November 
2007 and park dedication took place on May 7, 2008. 

The Wasatch fault, Utah’s longest and most active 
fault, exhibits some of its largest fault scarps at this site. 
Reaching more than 100 feet high, these scarps formed 
during repeated large earthquakes that displaced the 
ground surface. 

More than a century ago, gold was mined in the Little 
Willow Formation, and mine dumps are evident near the 
canyon mouth where the former town of Gold City was lo¬ 
cated. 

How to get there: 

From the north: 

From I-15, take exit #304 onto 1-80 East and after 5 miles 
bear right at exit #128 onto southbound 1-215. Travel 5.9 
miles, take exit #6 at 6200 South and turn left (east). Within 
1 mile the road becomes Wasatch Boulevard near a gravel 
pit. 

Travel 1 more mile to a stoplight and continue straight 
(south). In 2.1 miles, turn right at a stoplight to continue on 
Wasatch Boulevard. In 1.1 miles is the junction with Little 
Cottonwood Road (9800 South); the park is northwest of 
this junction. Go right (west) to reach the park entrance. 
From the south: 

From 1-15, take exit #291 and go east on UT-71/12300 
South towards Draper. In 1.2 miles, the road becomes 
Draper Parkway. Continue 0.6 miles, then turn left (north) 
onto 1300 East. In 3.6 miles, turn right (east) onto UT- 
209/9400 South. 

Travel 3 miles to the park entrance on the left (north) side 
of road just before the junction with Wasatch Boulevard.
